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Stamp Thief Captured 


Through Publicity in Linn’s Weekly 


Advertising does pay—at least 
P. M. Weiss of the Queen City 
Stamp Company of Cincinnati 
thinks so and the advertisement 
that brought such big returns to 
Mr. Weiss did not cost him a pen- 
ny. 

In the December 21st issue of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News on 
page 127 there appeared a notice 
offering $20.00 reward for infor- 
mation leading to the recovery of 
a stock book full of stamps stolen 
from the office of the Queen City 
Stamp Company within the past 
month. Mr. Weiss had sent this 
notice with instructions that it be 
published and the bill sent to him 
but a matter of this sort is news 
for our readers and we never 
charge for printing news. 

Under date of February 27 a 
letter comes from the Queen City 
Stamp Company, advising of the 
recovery of the stolen stock book 
and while the information broad- 
cast had referred to but a single 
stock book the insertion of the 
notice in Linn’s Weekly brought 
back two stock books full of 
stamps to Mr. Weiss for it hap- 
pened that when the thief was 
cornered he admitted the theft of 
two books rather than only one. 
Mr. Weiss had overlooked miss- 
ing the other book. 

The Queen City Stamp Company 
very graciously gives  Linn’s 
Weekly the full credit for the 
events which led up to the return 
of the stolen books. 


Perhaps a brief review of the 
letter that has been received by 
Mr. Weiss along with the returned 
stamps will be of interest. Cer- 
tainly the man who is responsible 
for the work that was done in re- 
covering the stamps has done a 
wonderful bit of work for Phila- 
tely. This man, Ernest T. Putnam 
of Middletown, Conn., is a very 
Philatelic Sherlock Holmes as will 


be seen by the work he did in re- 
covering the stolen stamps. 
Eugene Wilson, a youth about 
15 years of age who has the ear- 
marks of being somewhat men- 
tally lacking, moved to Middle- 
town, Conn., early in January. Eu- 
gene claimed to have been em- 
ployed by the Howard Dry Clean- 
ers of Cincinnati, from which city 
he had moved to Middletown, 
Conn. He entered the local high 
school and soon afterward joined 
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the Junior Stamp Club conducted 
by a Miss Nolan of the Russell Li- 
brary. Eugene did not appear to 
have a collection, at least none of 
the other boys ever saw one, but 
he had scads of good traders and 
he readily traded stamp for 
stamp in the old fashioned way 
without regard to values. The ma- 
terial he had was above the aver- 
age for the boy collector to pos- 
sess and being material of this 
class Eugene was short all the 
mint Germans and such things and 
swapped even, stamp for stamp 











for anything that was offered him. 

Mr. Putnam first came in con- 
tact with the boy when he ap- 
peared at one of the stamp club 
meetings at the “Y”, where the 
older collectors met. The boy had 
a small stock book with him with 
about five of each kind of stamp 
in the book. After trading a lot 
of stamps with the older members 
the boy made a deal with Mr. Put- 
nam for a loose leaf album and 
some other supplies and_ stated 
that he had another stock book 
full of stamps at home, besides a 
box full of other traders. 


The lack of knowledge of 
stamps shown by the boy created 
suspicion and after the meeting, 
when the younger collectors had 
left, the older heads held a confer- 
ence and in checking up for the 
evening found that three small 
loose leaf approval books were 
missing. This together with the 
mystery of where a boy would get 
so much material of the class 
shown by this youth led Mr. Put- 
nam to investigate the matter and 
in the meantime a Mr. Turner 
called Mr. Putnam on the phone 
and read to him the announcement 
as published in Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News for December 21st. 


Mr. Putnam addressed a letter 
to the Queen City Stamp Com- 
pany, sending along some of the 
stamps that had been traded to 
him by the youth. Mr. Weiss of 
the Queen City immediately tele- 
graphed Mr. Putnam, identifying 
the stamps as his property. Mr. 
Putnam’s next step was to notify 
all local collectors whom he knew 
had been trading stamps with the 
Wilson boy, to hold the stamps for 
return to the owner. 

The same night Mr. Putnam 
held a conference with Police 
Captain Dunn and Probation Of- 
ficer Pat Kidney. Mr. Putnam 
learned that the Wilson boy had 
come to Middletown from Cincin- 
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nati, and that the Wilson boy had 
already got into trouble in Middle- 
town over another matter, and was 
out on probation at the time. 

At the conference it was decid- 
ed that it would be best to wait 
until the boy was in school so 
that he could be apprehended 
there and taken home before any- 
one should learn of the charges 
and possibly remove or destroy 
the property, from his home. 
About 8:30 the probation officer 
with the principal of the Middle- 
town High School brought the boy 
before Mr. Putnam, and he denied 
all charges. He was then taken 
to his home where a search was 
made. The stamps were discovered 
and he gave in and came across 
with three albums of stamps, some 
30 approval lots, two stock books 
and several boxes full of stamps. 
Since no one except Mr. Putnam 
knew one stamp from another 
they were all turned over to him 
and he spent the entire day in 
trying to put the material back 
together again in the original lots 
from which it might have been re- 
moved. 

Wilson admitted that he took 
two stock books from the counter 
of the Queen City Stamp Company 
at Cincinnati. With the assistance 
of the Wilson boy, Mr. Putnam 
spent the entire day in trying to 
put back into the stock boooks 
material that had been removed 
from them, at the same time put- 
ting into the stock books stamps 
that Wilson had received in trade 
for material from the books. 

The youth then gave Mr. Put- 
nam a list of the local collectors 
with whom he had traded stamps 
and Mr. Putnam spent the entire 
evening visiting these different 
collectors accompanied by the 
youth and attempted to trade 
back with them their own stamps 
for those that the boy had traded 
to them. 

The boy was then taken back 
to the probation officers who are 
to have him examined both physi- 
cally and mentally and it is be- 
lieved that he will be placed in an 
institution. 

Mr. Putnam states that the task 
of recovering the stamps took sev- 
eral days time, that he visited ov- 
er twenty local collectors in the 
work. Some of these collectors 
had various of the stamps mount- 
ed in their albums but willingly 
removed them and turned them

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back to Mr. Putnam in an effort 
to clean up the entire matter. 

Although the task of checking 
up on the youthful stamp bandit 
was done entirely by Mr. Putnam 
he writes the Queen City Stamp 
Company that the reward that 
they offer rightfully belongs to 
Mr. Nelson Turner who had first 
noticed the report of the loss in 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News and 
had called his attention to it after 
the suspicions of the local collec- 
tors had been aroused. 

Thus we have an example of 
what can be done in the way of 
recovering stolen stamps and also 
an example of the value of the 
Philatelic Press of the country for 
had it not been for the publica- 
tion of the first details of the 
theft and had it not been that the 
story was given very wide circula- 
tion throughout the country, there 
would have been no_ possible 
chance of proving the theft of the 
stamps even though the reckless 
trading of valuable stamps for or- 
dinary continentals would have 
created suspicion in the minds of 
any group of collectors. 


MASSACHUSETTS STAMP TO 
BE ISSUED 


Postmaster General Brown an- 
nounced February 20th that the 
Massachusetts Colony Tercente- 
nary stamp would be issued just 
as soon as a satisfactory design 
could be selected. The design sub- 
mitted by the Massachusetts com- 
mission appointed by the Gover- 
nor was not acceptable to the de- 
partment. A conference was to 
be held Feb. 21st between the 
Massachusetts commission and 
the Postmaster General with a 
view of agreeing on a suitable de- 
sign. 

The Postoffice Department is 
prepared to have the stamp in cir- 
culation within thirty days after 
the design is approved. At this 
rate, we should expect the new 
stamp to make its appearance be- 
fore April 1st. The stamp will be 
of the 2c value and since the prin- 
cipal celebration in the Tercente- 
nary takes place on July 15 and 
will continue after that date it is 
apparent that the quantity issued 
will probably be a very large one.

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Stamp News in Brief 


BRITISH EMPIRE 


Bermuda.—A correspondent ad- 
yises us that the 2d. value of this 
Colony now comes in a distinct 
shade, viz. slate, while the 44d. has 
appeared for the first time with 
line perforation. 


Gibraltar—For once we have 
previous warning of a_philatelic 
change from the Rock! The 3d. 
stamp is on order with the in- 
scription altered from “3 pence” 
to “three pence.’ 


India.—Major O. R. Unger kind- 
ly sends us a cutting from which 
we learn that an addition is to be 
made to the recent Air stamps in 
the form of a 2 annas value, bi- 
coloured, blue and green. This is 
intended for use on matter carried 
by the Air service between Ka- 
rachi and Delhi upon the extension 
of the route to this latter place. 

Two Air stamp varieties have 
been discovered among our pub- 
lishers’ supplies. The more im- 
portant was upon a sheet of the 
12 a., in which the comb-perforat- 
ing machine used had distinctly 
doubly perforated three sides of 
one of the horizontal rows of 
stamps. 

The other was found in the 4 a. 
value; a small portion of our stock 
being in a distinct olive-green col- 
our instead of the normal drab. 


Iraq.—It is unofficially reported 
that Air stamps are to be issued 
here and that the design, or de- 
signs, will represent aeroplanes. 
The Air mail is very largely used 
in Iraq, so that an issue would be 
thoroughly justified. 


Newfoundland.—Mr. A. B. Per- 
lin informs us that 100 stamps of 
the recent provisional received the 
surcharge in black instead of red 
as a trial, but the latter colour 
was finally adopted owing to its 
greater legibility, 99,900 being 
surcharged in red. 

Two sheets (of 25 stamps?) 
have been discovered with sur- 
charge inverted, and as used speci- 
mens are also known it is assumed 
that at least three sheets must 
exist thus. 

Our correspondent has_ been 
shown a block of 4 of the 2c. 
ang imperf. vertically, and a 

c. “Guy,” lithographed (No. 
1000), ens the lefthand margin 


of the sheet, imperf. at left side. 

The same informant states that 
practically all post offices outside 
St. John’s are now provided with 
rubber obliterating stamps which 
are used with black, blue, or vio- 
let ink, and collectors should not 
be misled into thinking that these 
are fiscal cancellations. 


New Zealand.—We are’ kindly 
informed by Mr. J. Broadley that 
the New Zealand authorities de- 
cided last Christmas to issue a 
Christmas Seal, sold at 2d. of 
which a penny was devoted to the 
campaign against tuberculosis, 
the label being available as a pen- 
ny postage stamp. 

Although fully believing in 
Christmastide charity, we regret 
to see a member of the Austra- 
lasian group reviving a custom 
which we hoped had died out with 
the unwieldy Victorian emissions 
of 1900. 


Papua.—We read in The New 
Zealand Stamp Collector that the 
3d. value has been  overprinted 
“air mail” for use on the service 
recently established between Port 
Moresby and Samarai. 


South Africa—Future printings 
of the locally produced stamps of 
this country will be made on the 
new rotogravure machines which 
have been installed. A feature of 
these machines is that overprint- 
ing can be done at one operation 
with the printing of the stamps, 
so that it seems we are almost 
certainly to have more “Official” 
varieties! 


Southern Rhodesia. — Various 
correspondents advise us that the 
1d. stamp has now appeared, 
perf. 12%, from coil machines, but, 
at the time of writing, specimens 
are not yet to hand. 





FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


Abyssinia. — Brigadier-General 
R. Ridgway kindly draws our at- 
tention to the fact that a second 
handstamp was used, besides that 
illustrated in the December Sup- 
plement, for the purpose of over- 
printing the recent Air Commem- 
oratives. This differs from the 
first in that it has a colon at the 
end of the bottom line of the over- 
print.

Afghanistan—Thanks to the 
courtesy of Mr. F. H. Zahid we are 
kept au courant with Afghan af- 
fairs. We now learn that the 
stamps of the unfortunate Habi- 
bullah, which were forecast in 
these columns, were all destroyed 
by the followers of Nadir Khan 
when the citadel in Kabul fell on 
October 13-14 last. 

As supplies of the previous is- 
sues were running low, correspond- 
ence to India arrived about the 
end of October unstamped, post- 
age being paid at the Indian end. 

However, this shortage should 
now be at an end as the new king, 
Nadir Khan, has had a fresh issue 
printed in the same designs as the 
1927-28 types, but with colours 
changed and the addition of three 
high values, viz. 5, 10, and 25 
Afghani. 


Austria.—The recently issued 16 
gr. pictorial has had a very short 
life, due to a change in the postal 
rates, for it was withdrawn on the 
31st December, a 20 gr. value in 
the same design replacing it. 


Belgian Congo.—The new Char- 
anda-Urundi were put on sale on 
the 16th of last month, and will be 
available for postage until the end 
of the year. 


Chili—The new 10c on water- 
marked paper, No. 202a, differs 
from that on unwatermarked, No. 
202, in that the design has been re- 
drawn, particularly the head, which 
is now larger than before. Also 
the new arrival appears to be litho- 
graphed, whereas No. 202 was 
typographed. 


Dominican Republic_—Our pub- 
lishers show us specimens of the 
2c stamp of 1929, S. G. No. 392, 
with a second imprint at the bot- 
tom in the middle, reading “Lito 
Ferrua. S. D.” This, we under- 
stand, occurred once in each of the 
first 600 sheets. 


Ecuador.—Three centenaries will 
be philatelically celebrated this 
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year: Independence, with 14 
stamps, and the deaths of Bolivar 
and Sucre, with 5 denominations 
for each. 


Guatemala.—Mr. W. G. Walker 
states that the latest Air Stamp 
provisional, listed in December, was 
only printed to the tune of 25,000, 
and was sold out on the day of 
issue. 


Hayti—The quantities of the 
two Air stamps are as follows, viz.: 
50c. 100,000 1g. 50,000 


Lithuania.—A series of postage 
stamps in commemoration of one 
of the early Lithuanian kings, Vy- 
tautas, is due for issue some time 
next month in the following four- 
teen values, viz. 2, 3, 5, 10, 15, 30, 
36, 50, and 60c.; 1, 3, 5, 10, and 
25 lit. 


Mexico.—This country having 
gone Air stamp mad, a number of 
stamps have been issued, some in 
disgracefully small quantities. 

Firstly, proofs in black of the 
1926 Postal Congress set have been 
surcharged in red in three lines, 
“HABILITADO. Servicio Oficial 
Aereo.” Only 600 of the low val- 
ues and 78 of the high exist. 

Then, because the perforating 
machines are busily occupied in 
turning out fiscal stamps for the 
new year; several values of the 
current Air stamps have been rou- 
letted. 

Thirdly, the 10-16th December 
was Air Mail week, a reason for 
the issue of a further two stamps, 
one of 20c, of which the enormous 
quantity (for Mexico) of 100,000 
was printed, and a 40c, of which 
the normal Mexican speculative 
quantity was manufactured, viz. 
3000! 

From what our correspondent, 
Mr. R. Rubsamen, tells us we 
should imagine that almost another 
“Port Fuad” debacle occurred. 
Police were necessary to maintain 
order at the office at which the 
stamps were sold, two per person 
on the 10th December, and singly 
on the 11th. By 10 o’clock on the 
second day the supply was ex- 
hausted and the 40c was fetching 
many times its face value.

A total of 16 new varieties to 
list this time—which is a good 
showing for our department in 
view of the small number of new 
issue orders. Now that most of 
the big cities have their full set 
of the new small types, the actual 
number of new varieties appearing 
is really very small—probably not 
over 20 per month-—although the 
Bureau presses keep exceedingly 
busy reprinting orders for the 
larger cities. With this very slow 
increase in the number of new 
Buroprint varieties, any active and 
enthusiastic collector will have lit- 
tle trouble in keeping up—in fact, 
he will find it nothing but pure 
fun. And in view of the small 
number of new varieties, how can 
anyone declare that soon there will 
be so many Buroprint varieties 
that it will be impossible to cover 
the field? The facts prove the 
opposite to be true. There is not 
the slightest danger of the Buro- 
print field becoming as large and 
cumbersome as the general pre- 
cancel field. Only about 1750 va- 
rieties have been issued in the 
eight years of Buroprint history 
(1923-30), and at this rate they 
would not be as plentiful in 80 
years as general precancels now 
are. In fact, the Buroprint fan 
has many a lively year to wait 
before his field is as large as that 
of the U. S. specialist who takes 
in every U. S. variety listed in 
the general catalog. 

For the very fine listing this 
time thanks are due to quite a 
host of readers: Lee R. Clore, 
Tex.; Chas. F. Becker, Dr. W. L. 
Mitchell, and Harry J. Morse, 
Calif.; Rev. C. L. Young, Nebr.;

NEWS NOTES FROM 
THRESHER. Two interesting 
news notes by E. S. Thresher in 
his ever-popular column, “Buro- 
prattles” in Gloeb’s Precancel 
Bee: 

“The fact reported last month 
that the precancel plate has been 
made for Butte, Montana, ordi- 
naries when no buros had been 
ordered, has a counterpart in Buro 
history. It seems that several 
years ago we were told that 
Jamestown, N. Y., had ordered 
coils, as I remember it, the 1%c 
values, which order was later can- 
celled. The facts of the matter 
are, I am told, that the precancel- 
ling plates were made without any 
orders for precanceled stamps. 
The explanation probably lies in 
a mistake by the booking clerk at 
the Bureau. Wonder if the Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif., coils were in the 
same class? If Jamestown (now 
out with the new type ordinary 
lc) would order coils, they MIGHT 
appear with the old type.” 

Mr. Thresher also quotes Mr. E. 
J. Newcomer as saying, “Old type 
Seattle 1c coil seems to be mutch 
scarcer than Mijitchell’s prices 
would indicate.” In fact, your ed- 
itor believes this is a real rare bird 
that will bear watching. 





“INDIAHAPOLIS” FREAK. 


Mr. Harry J. Morse writes in ex- 
citedly, enthusiastically about a 
second great discovery of the age 
—a second major B-11 error—and 
we were really sorry we had to 
burst the balloon for him. The 
stamp was new small type Indian- 
apolis with the second “N” look- 
ing very much like an “H”; also 
a copy of the 4c showing the 
same. But we are familiar with 
this freak—and know it to be 
caused by poor inking on the 
press. Mr. Morse later wrote that 
Dr. Mitchell had confirmed my 
opinion of these items.

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WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE 
PRECANCEL GAME? 
SPORTSMANSHIP NEEDED 








There has been considerable in 
the philatelic press, especially that 
particularly devoted to precancels, 
the past few months, about “What 
is wrong with precancels?” and 
the subject has been argued 
lengthily back and forth, pro and 
con. But the editor of your Buro- 
print Department is one who sin- 
cerely believes that it is quite pos- 
sible to write, even more lengthily, 
about what is RIGHT with pre- 
cancels—and as far as Buroprints 
are concerned, he believes that like 
the purity of a certain soap, 
things are about 99 and 44/100 
RIGHT. However, we have re- 
cently received a thoughtful letter 
from one of our readers about 
what is WRONG with the precan- 
cel game, and because of its clari- 
ty, frankness and sincerity, we 
give part of it here: 


“What is wrong with the Pre- 
cancel Game? It just needs more 
sportsmanship. The trouble with 
the precancel fraternity, (not so 
fraternal at times) is that 7 out 
of 10 are pure speculators—and 
about 90% of these are without 
the gambler’s and stock-speculat- 
or’s sportsmanship. I would say 
that not over 25% of the bureau 
collectors today (and this would 
perhaps apply to the whole stamp 
field) are collecting purely for the 
hobby side of precancels, without 
regard to values and just for the 
love of getting these issues com- 
plete. I know a few who really 
are—but darned few. Yet this is 
what hobby means. Precancel col- 
lecting can hardly be called a sci- 
ence; it has none of the elements 
of a science. So most of the col- 
lectors are just keenly interested 
in the business side of the game, 
speculating in these things, buy- 
ing only because they look for 
quick, phenomenal profits. But 
when it comes to taking a loss 
they howl. There is no difference 
between the stamp speculator and 
the stock-market speculator. Yet 
the stock trader invests hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on a 
hunch, hoping to make big money, 
but knowing he might lose all— 
and he is generally game when he 
loses all. But the precancel col- 
lector puts 10c or 25¢ or 50c or so 
in a bureau coil stamp (which 
might have been justly priced at 
the time of sale) and hopes it 
goes to a dollar or to $5.00, which 
great profit he would accept with- 
out comment or thanks to anyone. 
But if some enterprising fellow 
gets an inside chance at that it- 
em, and loads up on it, and 
spreads them over the market, so 
that the price drops to 5¢ or 10c 
(where it then belongs) then the 
speculator howls. Willing to take 


the speculator’s profit, but not his 
loss—gracefully.” 

This editor—and every other ra- 
tional person in the game will 
have to admit that there’s a lot 
of truth and commonsense in this. 


REMBRANDT STAMP 





The Netherlands has just issued 
a set of three stamps in memory 
of the great Dutch Painter Rem- 
brandt. The full name being Rem- 
brandt Harmens van Rijn. The 
stamps are in three values, 5c 
green, 6c brown and 12%c blue. 
They are of oblong format and 
the design in each instance is the 
same. In the upper left corner 
are double lined figures of value 
and in the right corner “Ct”, 
across the top “NEDERLAND” in 
capital letters. Across the bottom 
of the stamp “VEREENIGING 
REMBRANDT” in small capitals. 
The wording at both top and bot- 
tom is outside the main part of 
tht design of the stamp. The cen- 
tral part of the stamp bears the 
copy of one of the most famous 
of Rembrandt’s paintings, known 
as “The Syndics of the Drapers” 
the original of which is in the 
Rijks Museum at Amsterdam. The 
head and shoulders of Rembrandt 
is placed at the center of the low- 
er part of the picture, over the 
picture. 

This is truly a very worthy sub- 
ject for a special issue of postage 
stamps and sets an example that 
would be a very fine one for other 
Governments to follow. Commem- 
orating at the same time a great 
figure as well as a work of art 
that is famous throughout the 
world. 

For our part we must regret 
that the design has been worked 
out in the manner in which it is. 
It would have been far more beau- 
tiful had Rembrandt’s picture been 
placed on one or two of the 
stamps, say the 5c and 12%c and 
the painting given full view on 
the brown 6c stamps. A master- 
piece such as this would have 
beautified any stamp collection 
but the picture is ruined by the 
method in which it is shown. 

Those who are interested in a 
better view of this famous picture 
are referred to a box of “Dutch 
Masters” cigars, the inner side of 
the lid presents the picture in an 
attractive manner. 

Rembrandt was born at Leyden, 
Holland, July 15, 1606, although 
this date is disputed by other au- 
thorities. He died in Amsterdam, 
poor and forgotten and was buried 
in the Westerkerke, on October 8, 
1669. 

Rembrandt’s life as detailed in 
the International Encyclopaedia is 
a very interesting story and one 
well worthy of reading.

The re- 
turn trip appears to have been 
considerably delayed, covers bear- 
ing the Ile a La Crosse mark dat- 
ed Feb. 3, 1930, and the arrival 
mark at Prince Albert reads 5 
P. M., Feb. 4th. 

Covers to intermediate points 
were also carried, as appears from 
the statement of number of cov- 
ers carried on the first flight, as 
supplied by the company.

HINGES 


A great number of stamps are 
being damaged yearly as a result 
of the inability of the beginner 
to correctly hinge his stamps. 
Mint stamps should always be 
hinged with peelable stamp 
mounts, which can be relied upon 
to peel; so that all the original 
gum will remain on the stamp 
when the hinge is removed. A 
good grade, peelable hinge should 
be used on all stamps, mint or 
cancelled. The hinge belongs at 
the top of the stamps so that the 
crease corresponds with the per- 
foration, thereby allowing one to 
turn the stamp over when it is 
mounted. Moistening is, of course, 
essential; wetting dangerous. Not 
more than one-sixth of the sur- 
face of the hinge should be mois- 
tened, because the smaller the area 
of the stamp exposed to the hinge 
the less the chance of the stamp 
being damaged. A stamp, unnec- 
essarily torn or thin-spotted, is 
not only a loss to the individual 
but also to philately in general; 
as, many issues being limited, 
there are not enough copies for 
every collector to have one, and a 
damaged copy means an empty 
space in somebody’s album. 


BEAUTIFUL STAMPS 


One of the most popular sets 
issued in the last three years is 
the recent issue of Cyprus. It was 
issued to commemorate the fiftieth 
anniversary of British rule. The 
stamps are not only larger than 
the regular issue but also exquis- 
itely designed. The stamps not 
only depict the show places of the 
island but also many scenes of 
historic and legendary value. It 
ranges from the three-quarters pi- 
astre to one-pound and the color- 
ing is such that the set is not only 
well-liked but beautiful. 


GOETHALS AND GORGAS 


The portraits of William C. 
Gorgas and George W. Goethals 
appear on the 1928 issue of Canal 
Zone. These two men, more than 
anyone else, are responsible for 
the building of the Panama Canal, 
a task which had baffled Ferdinand 


be sent to above address. 


de Lesseps, builder of the Suez 
Canal. Goethals fame has been 
spread throughout the world and 
his feat will be classified as one 
of the outstanding achievements 
of all times but as for Gorgas, he 
is not so widely lauded. Yet were 
it not for him and his efforts, 
America might have failed as 
France had. He went into the 
malaria-stricken area and by tire- 
less work, rendered it a place fit 
for men to work in, thereby ac- 
complishing a thing which had 
been thought impossible. 


NEW CZECHO STAMPS 


The latest issue of Czechoslo- 
vakia, 1929, type A29, represents 
the small coat of arms of the 
state, consisting of five squares 
with different designs, four in the 
background and one in the center. 
The central design shows the fork- 
tailed, upright lion of Bohemia; 
the left upper square, the patri- 
arch cross, on a mountain top 
(Slovakia); the right upper 
square, the divided shield of Rus- 
so-Carpathia, with the standing 
bear; the left lower field, the 
checkered eagle of Moravia; and 
the lower right square, the eagle 
of Silesia. The large coat of arms 
of the state includes the coat of 
arms of Teschen, Ratiban, and 
Troppian, cities which came to the 
state as a result of the plebiscite 
of Eastern Silesia (1920) between 
Poland and Czechoslovakia.
